WILL COME UP FIRST 


President Is Assured That 


Leaders Agree Not to 


Start Filibuster. 


Washington, November 14—(A. 


P.)—Despite fresh signs of Dem- 
ocratic restiveness under the 
non-obstruction pledge of party 
leaders, it appeared today there 
would'be no organized effort at 
the December term of congress 
to force an extra session in the 
spring. 


President Hoover announced 


receipt of assurance yesterday 
from leaders in tjie senate of 
both parties that no effort to 
block the annual appropriation 
bills would be countenanced. Up- 
on these measures operation of 
the government depends and if 
their passage were preyented by 
filibustering, the new congress 
would have to be called into ses- 
sion. 
The Democratic willingness to 


cooperate left only the western 
Republican independents uncom- 
mitted. Senator Brookhart, Re- 
publican, of Iowa, is one of those 
who has proposed an extra ses- 
sion, but without Democratic 
support the independent group 
would have a hard time putting 
over«a successful filibuster. 


Disposal of this first hazard to 


the administration program for 
;he short session left the presi- 
dent free to lay plans,to attack 
another obstacle—the conference 
deadlock over the Muscle Shoals 
egislation. A compromise be- 
;ween the Norris proposal for 
government operation of the Al- 
abama nitrate and 'power plant 
which the senate approved, and 
;he house plan for leasing it to 
private interests, is hoped for by 
some. The Republican independ- 
ents plan) to insist upon action 
and word' has been taken to .the 
president that the question re- 
luires serious thought. 


Twice after calls at the White 


House Senator McNary, of Ore- 
jon, the assistant Republican 
.eader, has expressed determina- 
ion to stick to the Norris pro- 
posal. This although after a sim- 
lar visit Representative Reece, 
Republican, Tennessee, had pre- 
dicted a veto if the senate plan 
should prevail. 


McNary as well as Senator 


Watson of Indiana, the Republi- 
can leader, has assured the presi- 
dent he would do all possible to 
avert a special session. The White 
Souse did not make the giver of 
Democratic assurance but it is 
mown the president had written 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
chief of the Democratic senate.

'•20th. This ,if anyone has forgotten, is the Child 
Labor Amendment, which has been submitted to 
^the states and is already ratified by five of them. 


It seeks to give Congress power to regulate or 


"prohibit the labor of children under 18 years of 
age. 
Opposition to it comes mainly^rom farmers 


and factory owners who seem to misunderstand 
its spirit and purpose and the results that might 
.toe expected from its adoption. 


Congress is hardly likely to apply such author- 


ity in a way prejudicial to the interests of any 
important class of citizens. 


In case of doubt, the rights of children come 


first. We recognize this fact in the usual affairs 
of lite. In a burning house or a sinking ship it is 
"children first." Why not industry? 


Childhood is the time for study and play, free- 


dom and growth, physical and mental prepara- 
tion for mature life. Yet there are in this rich, 
free country more than 1,000,000 children from 10 
to 16 working for a livelihood, and nearly 
2,000,000 from 16 to 18. 


It is not only a cruel situation. It is absurd, at 


a time like this when a child working means an 
adult jobless. 


KEEPING MONEY AT HOME 


Quite often we get good sound advice to the 


effect that we ought so far as possible to buy 
•goods made in America. It is the theory of the 
protective tariff advocates that when American 
goods are bought and consumed the money goes' 
to keeping American workers employed and 
American capital active. 


And if it is true, as it undoubtedly is. that we 


ought to favor American goods wherever possible, 
it is also true that we ought in the same measure 
favor the goods which are manufactured and 
sold in our home community. For just as we are 
in favor of building up American industries as a 


whole, we should strive for the progress arid pros- 
perity of the town or city in which we live. 


It is-a good rule, therefore, to patronize the 


business men of our own community and to pur- 
chase so far as possible goods manufactured in 
the home community. A great many American 
cities feature this home consumption campaign. 
They ask the people to buy from local merchants, 
and they ask the merchants to push, so far as 
possible, the goods manufactured at home. And 
communities which feature this patriotic rule are 
always numbered among the most progressive in 
the whole country. Their business slumps are 
few and far between and they are often prosper- 
ous and progressive when communities with less 
civic consciousness are foundering in the slough 
of depression. 


After all, it is the community in which we live 


that shapes our destinies. If the community is 
clean, progressive, with a fine sense of civic pride, 
and with good local institutions, we are apt to 
be happy and progressive ourselves. And to form 
such a community 'we must keep the civic con- 
sciousness alive, and, as far as possible, keep our 
money at home for local development. 
-
